WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  an  IHSS  Public  Authority  county, 
committed  to  providing  better  IHSS  services  to  seniors  and  disabled 
people,  and  by  paying  Independent  Providers  more  than  minimum  wage, 
we  are  able  to  recruit  and  retain  a  more  stable,  better  trained 
workforce;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Seniors  and  disabled  people  with  sufficient  home  care 
do  not  have  to  rely  on  more  costly  institutional  care,  such  as 
nursing  homes  or  hospitals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Counties  and  Public  Authorities  will  benefit  from 
passage  of  AB  16  because  it  will  allow  them  to  enter  into  a  fair

7.  Two  comment  letters  were  received  in  response  to  the  Preliminary  Negative  Declaration,  one 
from  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  Highway  and  Transportation  District  and  one  from  the  San  Francisco 
Municipal  Railway.

WHEREAS,  The  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  is  authorized  to  receive  $900  million  each 
year,  primarily  from  fees  paid  by  companies  drilling  off-shore  for  oil  and  gas,  on  the  premise  that 
non-renewable  resource  income  should  be  used  for  the  preservation  of  remaining  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Congress  intended  money  from  the  fund  to  be  used  in  two  ways:  to  fund  federal 
purchases  of  land  and  water  for  recreation  and  conservation  purposes  and  to  provide  federal  funds  to 
states  to  assist  in  planning,  acquisition  ,  and  development  of  needed  land  and  water  areas  and  recreation 
facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  fund  has  accrued  $1 1  billion  in  unused  funds  within  the  last  decade;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund,  from  its  inception  to  the  fiscal  year 
1990-1991,  was  crucial  to  the  success  of  many  San  Francisco  open  space  projects,  including  acquisition 
of  various  metro  mini-parks,  play  area  development  and  lighting,  hiking  and  bike  trails,  landscaping 
and  irrigation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Americans  for  our  Heritage  and  Recreation  is  spearheading  a  campaign,  which 
recently  culminated  in  a  one  day  conference  at  the  Presidio,  to  publicize  the  availability  of  funds  from 
the  Land  and  Water  Conservation  Fund  and  to  remind  Congress  of  its  intended  use;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Other  funds  that  local  governments  should  especially  be  aware  of  include  the 
Urban  Parks  and  Recreational  Recovery  Fund,  which  provides  matching  grants  to  local  governments 
for  improving  recreation  resources,  and  the  Historic  Preservation  Fund,  which  provides  grants  for 
places  and  things  of  historic  relevance:  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  On  January  25,  1999,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court 

struck  down  the  federal  government's  plan  to  use  statistical  sampling 
in  the  2000  census  to  determine  the  population  for  congressional 
apportionment  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Supreme  Court  January  ruling  appears  to  continue  to 
allow  statistical  sampling  for  purposes  other  than  congressional 
apportionment,  including  redistricting  and  the  way  federal  funds  are 
allocated  to  the  states;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Statistical  sampling  involves  visiting  a  randomly 
selected  sample  of  households  in  each  neighborhood  and  using  the 
findings  to  extrapolate  the  size  and  makeup  of  all  households  in  a 
neighborhood;  and, 

WHEREAS,  While  statistical  sampling  is  not  a  perfect  method,  it 
may  be  used  effectively  as  a  supplement  to  a  head  count  in  order  to 
make  the  census  count  more  accurate,  and  will  almost  certainly  add  to 
the  number  of  minorities  and  low  income  people  who  are  included  in 
the  2000  Census  count;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Minority  groups  and  low  income  individuals  have  been 
historically  undercounted  by  the  census;  and, 
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WHEREAS,   The  population  count  produced  by  the  Census  is  used  to 
distribute  about  $185  billion  in  annual  federal  grants  for  social 
programs  including  affordable  housing,  welfare,  health  care;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Director  of  the  United  States  Census  Bureau  has 
publicly  announced  that  he  plan  to  set  aside  money  to  do  an  accuracy 
and  coverage  evaluation  (statistical  sampling)  in  the  Census  2000

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  objectives  of  the  Federal  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  is  to 
promote  and  improve  techniques  for  resource  recovery  and  conservation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  United  States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to  give 
preference  to  source  reduction  and  recycling  in  integrated  waste  management  plans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  has  previously  funded  disaster 
debris  diversion  activities  throughout  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  AB  939  requires  California  cities  and  counties  to  divert  50%  of  their  solid  waste 
from  landfill  by  2000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Integrated  Waste  Management  Board  has  encouraged  municipal 
diversion  of  disaster  debris  in  its  statewide  workshops  and  training  materials;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Waste  Disposal  Agreement,  which  enables  the  City  to  dispose  of 
materials  at  the  Altamont  landfill,  requires  the  City  to  practice  resource  recovery  at  a  level  of  at  least 
that  of  other  jurisdictions  using  facility;  and, 

WHEREAS,  8.4  million  tons  of  disposal  capacity  remain  available  for  the  City's  use  under  San 
Francisco's  Waste  Disposal  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Landfilling  debris  from  a  major  disaster,  such  as  a  large  earthquake,  would  use  up 
a  significant  portion  of  the  landfill  capacity  remaining  in  the  agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  City's  Source  Reduction  and
